The.faou in the caaa which attra(« 
ted coneiderabla attantioa bora at tbe 

time are set f rth in tho opinion of 
the appellate court aa follows: 

W. T. Rnshing died intestate, in 
'hu year lS:t:',, in Crittenden county, 
<wning a amall Uaot of land worth 
leaa than a thooaand dollara, on which 

hi' risidid vith his wife and two in- 
fant children. Hia widow remaine<l 
on Iha^ land with tba two children , 
otzcUpyiDg it as a home until June 10, 
1HH7, when she conveyetl it to appel- 
lant and on the aame night left the 
itate with one Logue Belt, makiug 
nj proviaiona for the children, who 
were too small to take oara of tbem- 
a lvca. A guardian waa appointed 
fir them who employed attorneya and 
had this suit brought to recover ihe 
lind for them. Go fioal bearing the 
> urt balow held that tha purehaaer 
fioni tho widow look llie lainl cutject 
to the rigbta of tbe infants, that ibey 
ten entitled to it until they were 
twenty one and after their majnrity 
lie would be entitled to bold the land 
during the wtdow'a life. 

We see no errcr in this coiirliip<i..ii. 
The atatute provides for the infant 
children. The widow could not de- 
feat their rigbta; and by conveying 
the property to appellant and going 
off aa she did ahe abandoned her 
right in the property. Tho action 
was properly bnugbt in the name of 
lilt- iiifantu liy It. B. Gasa aa their 
^'uardiau. It wae immeterial that 
neiibar dowar nor homeataad had 
been aet apart to the widcjw. By re- 
maining on the land {and uaing the 
wboio of it for wvoral yaara, treating 
it as a liumeetead, ahe must l)e deern- 
eil to have electtd t') hold aa a home- 
stead and ber veodca will not bo al« 
1 iwed now to claim au allottmeut of 
d iwer out of tbe place for ber. It is 
too lata for thia claim to ba amartad.

Mr. A aa Norman, ihoReoordei, or 
Clerk, a^ we would call him, of Stod> 
dard county, Mo., ia in Manon thie 
week, abowing tbe neweet thing out 
in the way of a churn, and offering 
territory for the sale of the patent 
It ia the Ball Bearing Churn aud doea 
ita work of leparating tka milk aad 
butter liy friction. It is very aimple 
piece of mtchaniam, having no com- 
plicated maakinavy or oompoundfd 
dasher to worry the house wife in ita 
washing— the daaher ia timply a 
rouudcd block uf wood, and thecburn 
a s<|uare tin. Mr. Norman hu given 
aeveral exhibitioua ot ita work, and 
it takes from one and a half to three 
minutes to churn with it— depending 
upon the temperature of the milk. 
Another point about il, ia that it 
cburna titbar awaat or aour milit. Aa 
«oon u the animal htat laavaa tka 
milk tfter being takau from the cow'a 
udder, it ia ready for churning with 
thia churn, bnt whaa tbua ahnraad 
you have no butter milk— it is simply 
eweat'milk without any butler in it; 
or if you prater yon can nta tha milk 
after it has soured in the usual way 
and wheu churned you have butter 
milk. It ia ceruinly a great improve' 
ineut upon the old method, and it hue 
I very atruug poiuta to recommend it 
to tbe bouae wife. It it aiwaye doaa 
ita work aa it did whan put to the 
teat here, it Will ba a.iMn to avaVy 
AunUy that keepa a oow.

1 want 
to urge all to put out vour cobalt and 
leU "nip tba fly in tha bud." If 
every one will take h(dil and iise the 
cobalt we will not be interrupted with 
iht wona. Tbe fly haa already made 
ita appearance in aome tobacco pat- 
chei; one man haa found aeveral 
worma iu bia tobacco and haa plowed 
op lots of flies just coming out of tbe 
ground about half matured and toil 
ifeggs. Now, my frienda, leta go to 
work and put out our cobalt and wa 
can aave time and trouble, btakiaa it 
will be a benefit to all tobacco raiseia 
uezt year. Ten centa worth of poiaon 
willbaanongh for any one that baa 
not more than six acrce of tobacco. 
Put a little water and augar in a bot- 
tle and a quill in the cork and put it 
ill the jiiiiHoi) blossom about aun down 
ai.d the liies will go t ijihat blotfl )m be 
t.ire they lay tneir egg, and thai will 
be the last of them.

If thia method of prop- 
agation is to be used to some eonalder- 
able extent vines should ta g r own es- 
pecially for the piirpoaa. It ia not a 
good plan to use fruiting vlMe for Isy-

.\ul horliies ut Washington declare 
tli.it h iiiidreils of tbousaiiils of robins, 
hlui birds, cellar birds, shore larks and 
other insi-ct-eat ing birds are killed fur 
this purpose every \vtir. .\ single deal- 
er in Wusliiii),'tiiii reeeiieil 'i.iKlu robins 
in one shipment from North Carolina, 
and sold tliein all as reedblrds. 

Not only Is the traflio rcprehensihle 
us a commercial fraud, but it is a dirtH-t 
and very gra»e Injury to farmers, whose 
fruit trees, shrubs and crops would be 
sertousiy injured, und iu some coses 
ruined. If inaeativareaa birda wave ex- 
terminated. 

Through the work of the men ot aei- 
ence in the government departments at 
Washington, our farmers are learning 
the value of Insect-destroying birda to 
their fields and gnrdena, "niey are, 
therefore, neglectful of thair own Inter- 
lata If they do not protest against this 
cruel and minoua trafle, not only In 
the name of huawnlty, but beeauaeof 
the imperative needa of agriealtata.—
